Brown 
said all our in tern al rev en u e laws had been 
passed when the emergen cy of war mad e 
large gov ern men t rev en ues n ecessary, an d 
ail but the last had been repealed when the 
emergen cy had passed . 
This last was the 
measure en acted in 1801, which was still in 
force twen ty-three years after the con clusion 
of the war which called it in to existen ce. 
The d iscrimin ation , 
he said , again st to­ 
bacco an d whisky mad e by the in tern al rev ­ 
en ue system con stitutes a stron g objection to 
it. 
The whisky tax occupies a peculiar posi­ 
tion —the tax payers d o n ot d esire to hav e 
the tax abolished . 
The whisky d istillers get 
an en ormous profit out of it, which they d o 
n ot wish to be d epriv ed of, an d they en joy a 
mon ojxjly as a great association of protected 
capitalists which they d o n ot wish to giv e 
up. 
There is n o mon opoly on th ? American 
con tin en t comparable to that of the great 
whisky rin g. 
It is protected by a tariff of 
$ 2 a gallon on all iin jaortocl whisky from 
other coun tries, so that at the custom hous • 
the whisky men are 
the lx?st protected of 
American citizen s from foreign competition . 
It may be thought that the whisky rin g 
lias n o mobopt ly because ev ery American 
citizen c m en gage in the same busin ess. This 
is a mistake.
